What the Real Size? 


YOU HAVE been asked recently provide 
the size the average mature Guernsey cow from 
weight standpoint what has your answer been? 

But first things first are aware that weight 
expressing size can misleading there stage 
lactation; the general state health and 
nutrition; and age, some obvious examples. 
Likewise dimension expressing size priority 
consideration. 

the other hand when the time comes 
confront the salvage market size all shapes 
tall, short, wide, narrow, good condition poor, 
all comes out one common denominator 
weight times price per pound! 

When feeding requirements guidelines are 
considered, body weight again major considera- 
tion from the baby calf milk, through the 
age/weight relationship breeding age and right 
maintenance and production lactation. 

Invariably when group Guernseys being 
viewed today some comment about and the 
change physical structure the breed over the 
past two decades will made. fact there 
frequently genuine pleasure expressed the 
reference dimension weight the relation- 
ship one the other. 


That the breed has changed stature and 
dimension quite obvious. How does this relate 
important find out for the reasons 
indicated above. started out asking owners 
what they considered the average size then how 
many cows they have sold for salvage (obviously 
excluding cows with health physical problems 
impairing their condition) this past year that 
weighed less than 1,200 pounds.
